Home and School School Costs Show Increase

Cooperative Implements. Mr. Rj- 
gan dealt with water conservation, 
dealing with dams and dugouls, 
pointing out that the federal gov¬ 
ernment will survey the same and 
assist with the financial cost of 
dams and dugouts and that an in¬ 
quiry at the Macleod office will re 
ceive immediate attention.

Mr. Oldfield dealt with the con¬ 
vention of the Cooperative- Imple¬ 
ments which he attended recently 
at Saskatoon, mentioning the very 
interesting historical museum of 
implements and means of transper 
tation sponsored by the govern¬ 
ment of Saskatchewan at Saska¬ 
toon. He also mentioned that an in 
vestigatiop held into the cost of 
farm machinery, it was found thatj 
the manufacturing costs were not 
too exorbitant, but. that the main 
item which caused the high prices 
was the cost of distribution and 
selling. The farmers had had the 
•remedy in his own hands, he knew 
what he wanted to buy and could 
go to the Coop depot and state his 
needs without having to support a 
big selling staff.

into office. Mr. McAlister drew a 
term of three years and Mr. 
Green's term of office will be for 
two years. 

(.'arisen Named Chairman 

Bruce Alder, Returning Officer, 
called the meeting to order at 
10:00 o’clock in the forenoon, and 
aner swearing in the Council, con¬ 
ducted the election for Chairman. 
J. E. Carlson was unanimously 
elected Chairman for the ensuing 
year, which will be Mr. Carlson s 
fourth term as Chairman of the 
Couniy Council. Jack Deitz was 
elected Deputy-Chairman, a posi¬ 
tion he has held since the incep¬ 
tion ol the C,unty in 1951. D. D. 
McQueen was re-appointed Secre- 
tary-’i reasurer, and Williams and 
Tanner, Chartered Accountants of 
Leihoridge, received The appoint¬ 
ment as Auditor to the County. 

S. W Manning, Manager of the 
Treasury Branch, Vulcan, was 
granted an interview, with the 
Council. Mr. Manning offered the 
banking services of the Treasury 
Branch to the County at a slightly 
i\ duced interest rate on short 
term borrowings. After consider¬ 
ing this matter for some time 
inter on in the meeting, the Coun¬ 
cil passed n motion to transfer its 
bonking ousiness from the Bank 
of Commerce to the Treasury 
Branch,- Vuican, elfective immedi¬ 
ately. 

Tn Vote On B y-law 

The Secretary read a petition 
signed by some 360 proprietory 
electors of the County of'Vulcan 
petitioning the Council to submit 
by-law No. 60 to a vote of the 
proprietory electors before Its 
third reading. By-law No. 60 is 
the by-law which would authorize 
the County to enter into an agree¬ 
ment with the Department of 
Agriculture and the Vulcan Seed 
Cleaning Association to make a 
grant of up to $15,000.00 The 
Councillors decided to hold a vote 
as required on Saturday, May 8th, 
1954, and that the County be con¬ 
sidered to be one polling division 
in Order that one voters' list would 
serve for each poll, and also to 
make it more convenient for rate¬ 
payers to cast their ballots. Bruce 
Aider was appointed Returning 
Officer, and it was decided to 
have polls in eighteen locations in 
the County. Lists of the polling 
places and other details of the vote 
on the by-law will be advertised at 
a later date.

The Vulcan County tax rate will 
remain the same in 1954 at it was 
in 1953. The overall rate in the 
County is 50 mills, with the ex- 
coptijn of the area of the Little 
Bow Municipal Hospital District 
which has an additional levy pf 5 
mills to. provide the Municipal 
Doctor set-vices. 

County Councillors, at their 
meeting on Saturday, April 3rd, 
pared th“ 1954 budget in every 
possible wav lo maintain the pres¬ 
ent tax ra’e. Although the school 
costs have advanced 2 mills in 
P'54, councillors felt that they 
would reduce the Municipal rate 
by- 2 mills to maintain the same 
overall rate. The following is a 
synopsis of the budget figures:

It was pointed out that the 1954 
estimates provided ample funds for 
the carrying on it the activities of 
tiie Council, and provides.’ fur the 
$15,000.00 grant ’o the Seed Clean¬ 
ing Association if it is authorized 
by the vote, of the electors. The 
increased cost of operating the 
Schools from $373 000.00 in 1953 in 
$464,000.00 iri 1954, is tiue to the 
tact that the County has eleven 
more classrooms no operate than 
formerly. Expenditures have been 
curtailed in the Public Works De¬ 
partment from $363,000.00 fn 1953, 
to the estimated amou'nt of 
$24,0,000.00 in 1954, which is a de 
crease of some 50. Councillors 
were of the opinion that the pub¬ 
lic works program should he re¬ 
duced by- the curtailment oT the 
amount of new road construction. 
It was felt that the Public Works 
Committee would concentrate on 
a more complete program of road 
maintenance, that is, installing 
culverts where necessary and re¬ 
pairing bad places, trimming a 
number of roads ind gravelling. 

The councillonr continued the

Civil Defence Shows First 
Aid Station In Action 


Over 200 workers in the Countv 
of Vulcan Civil Defence Unit took 
part Sunday In an exercise de¬ 
signed to show how casualty col¬ 
lecting units and a first aid sta¬ 
tion would operate in time of 
disaster. Believed to be the first • 
xercise of its kind to be held in 
Canada, the demonstration was 
directed by' W. A. Shields, Civil 
Defence Controller for the County 
o( Vulcan area; Dr. A D. Tomp¬ 
kins, medical director tor the 
local CD unit, and J. L. Findlay. 
Chief first aid instructor. Dr. A. 
Somerville, ih-puty provincial min¬ 
ister of health, and Dr. VV 
Hramley-Moore, provincial chair¬ 
man of the CD advisory committee, 
represented the provincial authori¬ 
ties and the exercise was also at¬ 
tended by ever 400 interested resi¬ 
dents of the Vulcan area. 

Three Casualty Collecting Posts 
were set up. one at Red Cross 
school to serve Brant, Arrowwooil 
and Milo; one at Champion serving 
Champion and Ctrmangay, and one 
at Vulcan. At these collecting 
centres, "casualties'’ were given 
immediate first aid and then rushed 
to the central first aid station set 

was recommending the assess¬ 
ments be made over the entire 
province in order that assessment 
and taxation would be more or less 
on a uniform basis.

treated for all basic injuries, with 
workers giving transfusions an<K 
applying bandages, burn dressings 
and splints 

A demonstration of how casual¬ 
ties were treated at the casualty 
collecting stations was given with 
first aid teams from Milo, Brant, 
Vulcan, Arrow-wood, Champion and 
Carmangav administering initial 
treatment. The injuries suffered by 
the six patients in this -demon¬ 
stration were v»ry realistic, the 
simulated wound* having been pre¬ 
pared by twelve " members of the 
St. John's Ambulance Society- from 
Calgary. 

A first aid statiim, such as was 
set up in Vulcan for this exercise, 
is geanxi to handle 1,000 |>atients 
every 24 hours and to keep at 
least 200 patients within its walls. 
Under eniergc'nrp conditions, per¬ 
sonnel l-r such a station would 
consist of four medical officers, 
three dental officers, .six nurses. 
60 nurses' aides, three transport 
officers, six clerks and 50 stretcher 
bearers.

Mental agility is one of the 
prime requisites of the Speaker, 
who rtever knows from one minute 
to the next what kind of a situa¬ 
tion will develop in heated debates 
and what sort of ruling he will be 
called on to make. 

In addition to his w>rk when the 
assembly is actually sitting, Mr. 
Dawson is brought individual prob¬ 
lems by various members and 
helps them decide how they can 
bring matters before the House in 
Ihe form of iftn stions or minions 
on the daily Order Paper 

Because he is not allowed to take 
part in debates in the legislature, 
< lie may wonder how he can be 
a good representative of his con¬ 
stituency and place his riding’s 
problems before the legislature. 

As a member of the government 
party, Mr. Dawson is present at 
Social Credit caucuses They are 
meetings of the legislative mem¬ 
bers of the Social Credit party- 
end he ran take part in discus¬ 
sions and debates there on legisla¬ 
tion and questions which will be 
inlroduix-d later in the House. Like 
other members, he alx> can go 
directly to tho various cabinet 
ministers, telling them of troubles 
in his constituency and improve¬ 
ments required in various govern¬ 
ment sei-vices.

Proposed Recreation Area Needed 

Voting on the byluw to authorize the Town to purchase 
91.5 acres of land on the west side uf town to serve as :t 
sports and recreation area will take place next Wednesday, 
April 14, at the Town Office, from 10 a.iu. to 7 p.in. 

The need for such a recreation area is yery apparent 
since the former sporis grounds and golf course site was 
opened for building. The new school and several new resi¬ 
dences have already been erected on the former recreation 
grounds and we understand that tnis area will also be in the 
site of the new overhead water tower to be erected this sum¬ 
mer. ’ 

The Elks lodge has already undertaken to construct a 
new baseball park on the projected site west of town and 
the are* is sufficiently large to permit the laying-out of a 
well planned golf course .and, if desired, of tennis courts and 
outer cjmmumiy recreational facilities. 

The land will cost the town $9,150, but about $4,000 of 
this amount should be recovered from the sale of the 40 acres 
south of town originally bught as a recreation arpa and now 
deemed unsuitable. The investment, therefore, urtfl not be too 
great and certainly the time has come to lyok to the future 
jyoris und recreation needs of the town as well as the needs 
of the immediate present. 

a Straight majority is needed for approval of the bylaw 
which is being presented to the ratepayer^ on April 14. A 
vpte will also be taken at the same time on a bylaw to 
authorize the town council to dispose of the 40 acres now 
held for recreation purpses. 

Apprvel of these bylaws will benefit the town and the 
whole district. We urge ratepayers to call at the new town 
office next Wednesday and mark their ballots in favor of 
both bylaws.
